From the figures given above it 


cau be seen, that none of thy coals 
competing with Pittsburg coal In the 
North and West, the product of Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois mines, will be 
able to secure the fiat price for 111,000 
British thermal units without consid- 
ering the bonus shown over and above 
that figure. 


The movement for she introduction 


of this system in the 'Pittsburg dis- 
trict is now well under way, and op- 
erators predict that it will not be 
long until they are receiving a higher 
price for their coal, while the advan- 
tage they have in a "superior product 
will materially increase the demand, 
even though the price will bo higher 
than the coal of the States mentioned. 


NEW MEXICO ASSUMES 


COKING IMPORTANCE. 


Production Increases 
Steadily 
and 


Many Ovens Have Been Added 


to the Industry. 


• New Mexico is assuming consider- 
able importance as a. coke producer, 
according to E. W. Parker, chief stat- 
istician of the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey, notable progress having 
been 
made during the past three 


years. 


In 1903 there were but two coke 


making establishments in the Terri- 
tory, with a total of 126 ovens and the 
production amounted to 11,050 ions. 
In 1304 the number of establishments 
was''increased to three,-'the number 
of ovens to 234 and the output to "*£,- 
259 tons. In 1905 the same number 
of establishments reported 253 ovens 
completed and 489 building, and the 
production amounted to S& 63S tons. 
In 190G four establishments with a 
total of 571 completed ovens and 450 
building produced 147.747 
tons 
o[ 


coke. Of the ovens building in 190C, 
325 were completed in 1907. increas- 
ing the fotal number of completed ov- 
ens to S9C, and 
th<! 
production o! 


coke increased to 2G.~>,125 tons. 


The increase in U)f>7 advanced the 


Territory from sixteenth, to tifteenth 
place in the rank of the coke-producing 
States and Territories, and gave N'ew 
fllexlco a larger percentage of increase 
than any other State or Territory ex- 
cept Kansas. In Kansas, however, the 
production of either year was insig- 
nificant-

cent., in value. The average price per
